REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest an XY stage including movable table and base, a 
first linear motor coupled to the table and base which gives a driving force in the x 
direction to the table at the same height as the center of gravity of a movable section 
composed of the table and work member, a second linear motor coupled to the table 
and base which gives a driving force in the y direction to the table at the same height as 
the center of gravity of the movable section. There is no motivation or suggestion to 
mount the motors at the specific locations. Further, claim 1 is generic and allowable. 
Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to the encompassed species is hereby 
withdrawn and claims 5-12, directed to another are no longer withdrawn from 
consideration since all of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include 
each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 121 1, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32
